Some Taylor Voters To Use New 
Polling Sites for August Primary 


Taylor City Clerk Mary Ann Rilley has announced that some 
voters taking part in the State of Michigan Primary Election on 
August 3 will be casting their ballots in a new polling location. 

Due to renovations, the City of Taylor will no longer use the 
Sheridan Community Center as a polling place. McDowell Ele- 


mentary School, located at 22929 Brest Road, will be the new - 


polling place for voters in Precincts 22, 23, and 24. 

Additionally, voters in Precinct 14, who usually cast ballots at 
the old Wareing School, will now do so at the Taylor Center An- 
nex, located at 9551 Westlake Road. This move was necessary due 
to a change of use of the Wareing building. 

Rilley said the moves were made possible thanks to the will- 
ingness of the Taylor School District. 

“When I was advised that the Community Center would no 
longer be suitable for use as a polling location, I immediately went 
scouting for a new home for Precincts 22, 23, and 24,” she said. “I 


__ needed a building that was conveniently located for the voters and 


one that would meet the criteria of a polling place. McDowell 
Elementary fit the bill perfectly. Superintendent Bethany Iverson 
was very gracious in accommodating us with the use of McDowell 
Elementary School.”

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Romulus OKs Leaner Budget; 
Will Seek Millage Increase

Although the General and Special Appropriations Act approved 
by the Romulus City Council on May 10 already features signifi- 
cant, across-the-board cuts for fiscal year 2010/2011, elected offi- 
cials are warning residents that a millage increase will still be needed 
to preserve essential services for the future. 

“Tf the millage does not pass, we are looking at massive layofts,” 
said Councilman William Crova. “We're looking at approximately 
one-quarter of our workforce, and we have approximately 200 
employees. And, that drastically will affect services in our 
community.” 

Cost-cutting measures already adopted by the City have in- 
cluded cuts of popular programs like summer recreation and the 
annual Independence Day fireworks show; the layoff of three City 
employees; and reductions in pay and benefits for administrative 
elected officials and department heads. 

“Tr’s not fun, but, I'll tell you, I think we're leading by exam- 
ple,” said Mayor Alan R. Lambert. “Myself and my administration 
.. were all taking pay cuts and health-care cuts; we're giving up 
our City vehicles; we're gonna pay higher co-pays for a lesser insur- 
ance policy. But, these are things that have to be done.” 

Lambert acknowledged that cutting programs like those offered 
by the Recreation Department is painful, but added, “We just 
can't afford that stuff anymore.” 

Although the Council has not yet adopted. any specific ballot 
language for a proposed millage increase, comments from various 
members made it clear that they will probably approve something 
for the August Primary. . 

Councilwoman Eva Webb told listeners that she knows things 
are hard right now, but people who love their city will do what's 
necessary. 2 

“As my granny used to say, “Youre just gonna have to reach 
down, and pull yourself up by your bootstraps, and keep on step- 
ping,” said Webb. “I don't. want my taxes raised, but ... we need 
our City services. And if you don't think we [need them], then let 
something happen, and you'll find out real quick. 

“I do not want to be an elected official sitting here, not sup- 
porting this millage, and something happen to one of my grand- 
children because the fire department couldn't make it, or some- 
thing happen in the winteftime because the DPW could not get 
out and clear the streets. — 

“We, as a people, are gonna have to we together.” 

Councilman Bill Wadsworth reminded residents that Romulus 
has the second lowest city tax levy of any Wayne County commu- 
nity — a bargain, Chairman LeRoy Burcroff agreed. 

“If you look at what we collect, and the services we provide as 
a city, the value is there,” said Burcroff. “[The residents are] get- 
ting very high value for their tax dollar.” 

Burcroff also assured people about the transparency of the 
City’s finances. 

“T know it’s really tough to tell people to trust government 
today — but trust this government,” he stated. “We're willing to 
show you and document every tax dollar, [and prove] that its go- 
ing to the cause that we say it is.” 

Lambert supports a minimal increase that would be estab- 
lished for no more than five years. and restricted to certain uses. 

“You know, I already had somebody say, ‘Oh, you gonna buy 
another City vehicle, Mayor, to drive around?’ Well, no; its gonna 
be for police, fire, and DPW to plow the roads,” said Lambert.

I ask: Have the City’s Mayor and 
department heads taken their 5% pay cuts? 
Which should be at least 10%, in my opin- 
ion. Some of us lost our jobs just because 
they were no longer needed! 

Why do we have 20-plus cars, trucks, 
and vans sitting at the DPW, waiting since 
at least November 2009 to go to the 
auction?

With the amount gotten back from 
the insurance and what we get from the 
auction, we could pay for the recreation 
program and have plenty of money left over. 


We have only one acting director at 
the recreation center; that’s a big saving 
there, along with five people retiring from 
the DPW since the first of the year. 

Why, also, are we paying for office 
space at the RAC when we have a building 
at Shook and Bibbins, free and clear, that 
the Mayor had remodeled, and that our kids 
can actually use? 

I think it is time to step up to the plate 
and not be scared of CITY HALL. We, the 
residents of Romulus, are the ones paying 
their PAYCHECKS, INSURANCE, and 
MERS.

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Korean War Veteran Recognized at Taylor’s Memorial Remembrance

TAYLOR — On Ghrisemas Day 1952, 
the family of Alva Trombly Jr. received word 
that the 21-year-old Army corporal had 
gone missing in action two months earlier 
during the Korean War. 

A year later, Cpl. Trombly was pre- 
sumed dead by the Army, although his body 
has never been found. 

Two years ago, Trombly’s brother and 
sister provided DNA samples in an attempt 
to help military officials identify some re- 
mains believed to be of U.S. soldiers. To 
date, there has been no match. 

On May 12, the name “Alva Trombly 
Jr.” was added to the Korean War mono- 
lith that is part of the Veterans Memorial 


Garden outside the Police Department in — 


Priebe Plaza just east of City Hall. Cpl. 
Trombly’s name joined those of four other 
Taylor men who lost their lives during the 
war. His name was formally introduced dur- 
ing the city’s annual Veterans Memorial 
Remembrance on May 15. 

Trombly’s niece, Kimberly Cullinan of 
Taylor, notified city officials that her uncle's 
name should be added to the monument. 
She noted that the Korean War casualty list 
claimed Trombly lived in Wyandotte, which 
was an error since the family home on 
Mortenview was in Taylor Township. Some 
paperwork also misspelled his name 
“Trombley,” which added to the confusion. 


Family members were divided on 





whether Trombly was killed in North Korea. 
Cullinan and her aunt, Betty Comerzan, 
said they believe Alva was killed in the war. 
Brother William — Cullinan’s father, who 
lives in Arizona — said he and his mother 
Louise thought Alva was alive. 

“Tr’s important to me that they find his 
remains so there’s closure for me and the 
family,” Cullinan said. 

Cullinan, who studies genealogy, dis- 
covered on an Internet blog that the govern- 
ment was looking for survivors of her uncle. 


She arranged to get DNA from her father © 


and aunt and sent it to Arlington, Virginia. 

“They're over there still trying to re- 
cover the remains to connect families with 
their loved ones,” Cullinan said. 

Alva, who was called “Sonny,” was one 
of six children of Alva and Louise Trombly, 
who lived in the 14000 block of Morten- 
view. His sisters Geraldine, Betty and Ileane 
wete older. Brothers Donald and William 
were younger. 

All three sons were in the military. Alva 
and Donald were drafted into the Army; 
William enlisted in the Air Force. 

Alva was a member of Company I, 3rd 
Battalion and 32nd Infantry Regiment of 
the 7th Infantry Division. The Korean War 
Project Remembrance says he was listed as 
MIA “while fighting the enemy in North 
Korea on October 14, 1952. He was pre- 
sumed dead on December 31, 1953.”

Township, said she was not in favor of Alva 
being in the Army because of the risk. 

“T love my brother — I still miss him 
today,” she said. 

William Trombly said he was home 
with his mother on Christmas Day 1952 
when Army officers knocked on the door 
to tell them Alva was MIA. 

William, who looked up to his brother, 
was devastated by the news. He said a 
memorial tree was planted in Alvas honor 
in Wyandotte, since Alva was born in Wyan- 
dotte, but no funeral service was held. To 
this day, William believes his brother may 
have been brainwashed by the North 


Koreans and was allowed to live in Korea. 





“Still don’t believe he’s dead,” William 
said. “It’s just my feeling. I’ve always had 
that feeling he’s over there somewhere.” 

Only 16 years old when Alva was 
drafted into the Army, William enlisted at 
age 18 in the Air Force as the Korean War 
continued. William said he hoped to be sent 
to Korea so he could search for his brother, 
but when the Air Force officials learned Alva 
was presumed dead, they sent William to 
Germany instead. 

Both William and Betty were pleased 
to learn their brother’s name would be 
added to the Veterans Memorial Garden. 

“Thats where he was when he went 


in: Taylor,” William said. “That's beautiful.”
